“Intrinsic influences remain, but 
| the speculative influence is disap- 
pearing. The present situation may 
be best understood by drawing an 
analogy from the stock market. An 
upward swing in stock market 
prices may begin because of larger 
earnings and larger dividends, and 
the fret rise in prices may come 
from buying by investors. As soon 
as this movement gets well under 
way. however, speculators enter the 
market, who buy stocks, not to hold 
themselves or for their inherent 
worth, but simply on the belief that 
they can gell them at still higher 
Prices to some one else. Finally, az 
pric continue going up and up, 
the possibility of reaction is more 
and more ignored 

“Bo far as their own mental 
processes are concerned, speculators 
are buying and selling stocks. and 
wtocks go above the level at which 
investors are interested in them, 
in the stock market phrase, they go 
above intrinsic values. or 
later, some unfavorable happening 


brings this movement to a halt and 


there is a sharp break. But if fun- 
Gamental conditions still warran 
‘high prices, prices do not return to 
the point from which they started: 
they merely lose the surplus infla- 
tion given them by oversanguine 
speculative ardor. The firet break 
may even be followed by a recov- 
ery which takes prices part of the 
way back, though not the whole 
the old high point is not 
reached again and after the short- 
lived recovery, begin to sag off slow- 
ly and without violence. 

“This speculative break repre- 
sente what has happened to com- 
modity prices, and though as in the 
stock market. prices of a few par-

Issues Statement ‘After Con- 
| ference with Coolidge. 


Republican Nominees Agree 
on Plans. 


— for Self 
Control of People. 


(er A. FP. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, June 30. — The 
Republican Presidential campaign 
will be based on an appeal to re- 
store party government as a con- 
stitutional substitute for personal 
government, Senator Harding, the 
party Presidential candidate, an- 
nounced today after a conference 
with Calvin Coolidge, his running 


mate, and National Chairman Will 
HM. Hays. . 
At the same time Gov. Coolidge 
in a formal statement declared that 
there must be a return of public 
opinion toward a self-control by the 
people, toward a great and over- 
desire to observe the law. 


HARDING'S STATEMENT, 


Senator Harding's statement said: 
“Gov. Coolidge breakfasted with 
me this morning and we have agreed 
that we will base the campaign on 
an appeal to restore party govern- 
ment as a constitutional substitute 
for personal government. 
“The Governor and I have each 
etrved as lLieutenant-Governor in 
our States, and we both have learned 
from experience how. possible it is 
for a second official in a State to be 
a helpful part in a party adminis- 
tration. 
think the Vice-President siHould 
be more than a mere substitute in 
waiting. In re-establishing co-ordl- 
mation between the executive office 
and the Senate, the Vice-President 
can and ought to play a big part 
and I have been telling Gov. Coolidge 
how much I wish him to be not 
only a participant in the campaign. 
ut how much I wish him to be a 
elpful part of a Republican admin- 
istration. The country needs the 
counsel and beco participation 
in the government such men ae 
Gov. Coolidge.” 
Gov. Coolidge's statement follows: 
“I am here to co-operate h my 
associate.
